There is no milder term that will desig- 


nate the method of dividing the Genera 
award which is now before Congress nud is 
likely to be adopted. 
The fraud lies in *x- 


eluding from nil interest iu the award all iu- 
iuranca companies that managed to mak« 
wore than th«y lost by tho war. The ques- 
tion of the profits of an individual or A cor- 
poration has nothing to do with the subject. 
The point at issue is not ""Who needs this 
money the moat ?"but *'To whom does this 
moiwy belong ?" 


Of course Bon Butler is tho lending advo- 


cate in tho House of the proposed iniquity. 
His moral seuHe was evinced in 1K(!7 byhiH 
proposal to defraud the holders of tha na- 
tional debt by paying them, not what they 
were promised, but what they happened lo 
pay for the bonds. 
He is credited with the 


authorship of tho maxim tbat "R nation hon 
no conscience." 
It is not strange that this 


shining light in' tho moral world should ad- 
Tance the opinion "thnt the amount award- 
ed at Genera is tho money of the United 
States, to be disposed of at its pleasure, sub- 
ject to no trust, and especially to no legal 
rights iu rmy individual or corporation by 
whom a legal or equitable claim can bo set 
up or maintained to any part of tho sum 
awarded as against tho United States." 


To show tho gross incorrectness of this 


position it is only needful to refer to tbo 
Genera tribuual itself and its history. Tha 
$15,500.000 is not a lump sum paid to tho 
United States, it ia the total of a number of 
individual losses proved each by itself. The 
uerenth and tenth articles of tho treaty of 
Washington require that the tribunal shall 
determine as to ench vessel and that the 
amount paid shall bo on account of ench 
Teasel. Tho government is merely 
Hie 


agent by whom a number of claims have 
been collected, aggregating 
It is false to say that tho agent has no 
obligations to the parties for whom it col- 
lected tho money. 


Among the persona whom Butler thinks 


are entitled to a share of tho award aro 
merchants who had vessels nud cargoes 
afloat whon the cruisers .sailed aud thus bnd 
to pay war risks. But this sort of lo;ss ia 
evidently among the ''indirect damages" 
whioH were promptly ruled out of court, or 
rather, were withdrawn before tho court 
began.

Probably my lady readers 
will be as much surprised n» I was, to find 
that theso costly shawla nro purposely cut 
in pieces rind then sown together again. 


• The philosophy of it JH this: Some years the 


fashion is for white liguras, running about in 
*ovoll,i an in cashmeres, an somflUmes for 
black. Hence shawls with white ground 
flgurts are cut whou black Bell be.st, and the 
black cuttings sewn in. Sometimes, when 
a lot of shawls have been for many years 
on hand, the disposition oflhe figures are 
•hanged in order to suit the pen-ailing 
taste. 
Now, 
the work wits done so well 


that I could not distinguish "tha neanis to 
me that if I were to buy a shawl worth a 
thousand dollars, I should greatly prefer (o 
Usve ifc as it came from tho Indian loom. 
I 


was told that hundreds of these rearranged 
shawls ore annually sold to American ladies 
at very large priuen, nnd if thoso who have 
them they come in pieces they will under- 
stand the reason. They have only to send 
the shawl U£some recommodoufio, like the- 
person of whom I write, and tho work will 
be elegantly dona again. This industrious 
artist and bis no less industrious wife cam 
a very handsome living from their common 
labor.

tiMeling about these islands tho obKerrer is 
struuk with the simplicity and generosity of 
the Hawaiian people.
